Grand Trurk Packer who Visited 
the New Banff in Yellowhead 
Believes They are all 

Right 


Alex. McCorister, a packer, who hhan 
been working all summer on ths 
Grand Trunk Pacific survey, but wks 
is now ac White Whale Lake, hs vis- 
ited the hot springs in the Yellowhead 
pass and says they are all right. Mc- 
Corister, by the way, is a full-blood- 
ed Indjan, and claims to be a nephew 
of Sitting Bull, the famous old war 
chief of the Sioux. He talkei with the 

| Indians he met out Yeilowhead way 
| about the springs, and found out that 
they nad known of their existeace for 
generations back, having bcei in the 
habit for many yeara of taking their 
: sick people up there. McCcrrisier then 
visited the springs to sce for himseli. 
He found one spring moderately warm, 
possibly 80 or 90, another on? about 
the same temgecature as the Saniff 
| springs, probably about 115 and ihe 
| third one boiling, or at icast so hot 
that he could net hold his finger in 


it while he counted 10. 

McCorister says the springs lie south 
of the propcscd route of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, but wili be accessible 
by wagon road when the railway is 
built.
